“1 worked through the irom, egbteen 
inches lorg, by whic the table was fasw ned, 
and broke off the clincbings of the neil», bat 
preserved their beads, that | might pet trem 
agala ia their pieces, that all might sppear 
secure to my weekly viritors, Tre procured 
me tov's to rei-e up the biick floor, uader 
which I fuand earth. My firet attempt was 
to work a bole through the wall, ecven feet 
thick bebind, and o moealed by the table.

Is the Interior ef the Earth Selld er 
Flaid!

Although the doctrine tha’ the earth is a 
molien sphere, surrounded by a thio crust of 
eolil matter, was once almost universsliy 
taught by geologists, there bave of late 
years becn brought forward several argu- 
mente to the contrary, whiob, appareniiy, 
are more in favor of its being a solid, oc 
nearly a solid mass throughout; and these 
argumeuts are tually entitied to our con- 
siveration, as our object is not to defend 
any particular theory, but to arrive, ax near- 
ly as we cam, at the trath. I wiil, therefore, 
in the first place, proceed to scrutinize ali 
which has been bt forward in oppoei- 
tion to the older bypothe:is, and thea to 
consider whether any other explication yot 
advanced is more ia accordame with the 
facts of the case. 

First of ali, we are to answer the question 
as to whethe: it is possible for such a thia 
crust to remaio solid, and not at once to be- 
come melted up aad absorbed into the much 

ter mass of molten matter beneath it? 

bis latter would doubtiess be the cace, if 
the flaid mase had any means of keeping up 
tte bib tempesatare, independently of the 
amount of heat it actually possessed whea 
it origionlis assumed the form of an igneous 
globe. The question, however, in reality, 
auewers iteclt ia the negative, since it is 
cvivent that no crust could even commence 
to form on the surface, unless the sphere 
iteelt was at the moment actaally giving off 
more hea’, from ice vuter surface to the sur- 
rouoding atm than it could supply 
from ite more omtual parte, in order to keep 
the whole 1n a perfectiy fluid condition; so 
that, when once such # crust, however tain, 
bad formed upon the surtace it is eelf-ev'- 
dent that 1t could net sgeian become melted 
up or reab,orbed inte the fluid mars below. 

This exterval process, of solidification due 
to refrigeration, would then contioue going 
on from the out-ide inward, until a tnick- 
ness of ccurt had been attained sufficient to 
attest, or peutraline (owiag to its bad con- 
duotibility of beat,) buth tae cooling action 
of the surrounding sic and the loss of more 
beat from the meltem mass within; and 
thus as age would soon be arrived at when 
both these actions would 80 counterbalance 
ove another, that the further cooling dowa
